National Shell Factory £250,000 
Mr. MacElligott, K.C., with whom was 


Mr. McAfee (instructed by Mr. P. Coll, 
Treasury Solicitor),: applied on behalf of 
the Commissioners of. Public .Works for 
the postponement indefinitely of the two 
claims. connected with the Custom House, 
“in view of the present state of affairs 
in Ireland.” He explained that. the claim 
of a million and a quarter was made for 
the destruction of the fabric df the Custom 


House. 

The claim of £70,000 was connected with 
the loss of the Stationery Office, which 
was situated in the same building. 

The Recorder said that he understood 
that there was a claim for a quarter’ of a 
million in respect of damage to the factory 
in Parkgate street. - 

Mr. MacElligott' said that he had 
nothing to say to that. 

Mr. McAfee (instructed by the Treasury 
Solicitor) made a similar application in 
regard to a claim by the Commissioners 


of the Admiralty for compensation for the 
destruction of ten coastguard stations in 


the County of Dublin. 

The Recorder made the order which was 
asked for in each case, with liberty to 
re-enter the claims at any time. 

The claims are made against the Cor- 
poration of Dublin, the Dublin County 


Council, and the Pembroke and Rathmines

Mrs. Wilson, in her statement, eaid that

He had been in the city as usual on Monday, 
and returned home sóme time after eight o’ciock. 
He sat talking with Mrs. Wilson in the break- 
‘fast room until 10.45, and then went to his 
bedroom. Mrs. Wilson retired five minutes 
later, and when she entered the room her 
husband was sitting on the side of the bed 
writing on a piéce of paper. 

The automatic pistol was on an attaché case 
which was lying’on the bed. Mrs. Wilson 
reached for the weapon, but her husband caught 
her by. the wrist, stating that it was not loaded, 
and asking her to give it back to him. She 
accepted uis word tuat it was not loaded and 
pare it back to him. He then put it to his 

ead, pulled the trigger once, and fell mortaily 
wounded. ‘I'he bullet entered over the right ear 
| and out through the top of thé skull.

PROPOSED MODIFICATIONS, 


The lraneo-British conferences begun im 
Paris, between M. Poincaré ami Mr. Lievd 
George and Lord Curzon, will be carried on 
by the Chancelleries.
